RAISE MORE CATTLE 


BEEF 
INDUSTRY IS NEGLECTED 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Writer of Opinion That Too Much Im- 


portance Has Been Attached to 


the Cotton Crop—Facts 


Worth Consideration. 


Recently there was published 
In 


the Atlanta Constitution two articles 
giving almost opposite views of the 
cattle industry In Georgia. Mr. White 
took a decidely optimistic view of the 
future of this Industry while Mr. Saw- 
tell took a rather pessimistic view. 
Both of these gentlemen believed that 
the south country Is well adapted to 
the production of beef cattle. Mr. Saw- 
tell summed the situation up by stat- 
ing that "the main reason the cattle 
Industry has not developed is the fact 
that farmers pin their faith and their 
efforts to cotton." I hardly agree with 
him in his statement that the industry 
will not develop, writes a correspond- 
ent of the Southern Ruralist.. Con-

How can as in- 
telligent a people as we have in the 
south help but see the folly of depend- 
ing upon the sale of cotton to pur- 
chase their meat from other sections 
of the country when meat can be pro- 
duced at home at a lower cost? How 
can they see their commercial fer- 
tilizer bills grow larger every year 
and their profits smaller, and still not 
take up a system of farming that will 
reverse things? The farmers of other 
sections of the country have changed 
to live stock production when they 
reached the point agriculturally now 
reached by the south and why will 
not we do it? The very fact that our 
best men, our best farm papers our 
'agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations are preaching more 
cattle, 


cannot help but have some influence 
for good. It takes periods of unrest 
and agitation to get any good business 
started among a people, and what we 
are hearing now is a step toward es- 
tablishing the beef cattle business. 


One of the most important 
steps 


towards establishing the beef cattle 
industry in Georgia would be the intro- 
duction of bulls of the beef and dual 
purpose breeds. 
There Is too great 


a scarcity qf beef blood. The Jersey 
will never make a good beef animal, 
and yet more blood of this breed is in 
evidence than of all other breeds. For 


Your Work and Your World. 


You are never worth much until 


strictly dairy purposes the Jersey is 
excellent but for the general farmer 
yho keeps several cows and is not so 
situated that he can well dispose of 
dairy products cattle of the beef or 
dual purpose breeds are better. There 
should be breeders of beef and dual 
purpose cattle just the same as there 
are breeders of the dairy breeds. Such 
breeders will distribute bulls of the 
beef type about the country and by 
crossing upon common stock there 
will be laid the foundation of the 
beef cattle business. 


In this matter of the introduction of 


beef blood the large packer can wield 
a great influence. He can encourage 
the Importation of beef blood and be 
can show the farmer that he is will- 
ing to give a square deal when it 
comes to 
marketing the cattle. A 


yet there has never been a market fo 
well bred fat cattle in Georgia. Th 
very prices that would be offered fo 
well bred fat steers would be sufficien 
to discourage the production of prim 
beef. 
The poor prices are not er 


tlrely the fault of the butcher an 
packer, however. 
They are 
due ii 


part to the fact that steers of prim 
quality so seldom appear upon Georgia 
markets that butchers,have not been 
educated to paying for them what the, 
are worth and would bring upon a 
western market. As an illustration 
know of feeders in this state who gc 
to Tennessee and buy steers of thi 
beef breeds, and fatten them on cot 
ton seed meal and hulls, and when 
they are fat the feeder sends them to 
Cincinnati where he can get a living 
price for them. ' The probabilities are 
that the carcasses ot these animals 
are shipped back south and the Geor 
gia consumer pays the freight both 
ways and each dealer, a profit. 


The best that we can expect for the 


south is that cattle of the beef breeds 
will be more in evidence-and that the 
farmer will learn to feed cattle to a 
marketable condition, and then that 
the packer and butcher will pay prices 
for them that will enable the farmer to 
realize a profit. 


PLEA FOR MORE FEED CROPS. 


An Abundance Mean* the Raising of 


Stock That Will Make Farmer 


Independent. 


The Farmers' Union News of Geor- 


gia gives some sound advice to its 
readers along lines for raising forage 
and feed crops, and as what is good 
for Georgia Is good for Texas it is 
published in the Co-Operator for the 
benefit of diversiflers In the union and 
out: 


"Any farm in the south can be made 


to grow two crops of hay during the 
year; one crop in winter and one in i 
summer. 
On the. Piedmont 
lands, 


oats, rye, barley, wheat and crimson 
clover will make 
excellent winter 


pastures and furnish a spring cutting 
of hay. Of these crops there is per- 
haps the most money in oats. Oats 
usually make a better winter pasture 
and furnish more hay for the spring 
cutting than the other crops. Good 
crops in this section for summer pas- 
tures are the cow peas, sorghum, soy 
bean and Bermuda grass. Along the 
coastal plain or sandy lands, oats and 
vetch give excellent winter pastures 
and spring hay crops, and the cow 
pea, soy bean, peanut and sorghum. 
In the extreme south the velvet bean 
will furnish an abundance o£ hay .or 
pasture during summer. 


"To get the best results from these 


crops keep enough cows and hogs to 
harvest the summer crops 
of pea 


vines, and sorghum, peanuts, etc., in 
the fall fattening their stock for mar- 
ket. 
Enough hay 
must 
be 
saved 


either in the spring or fall to keep the 
breeding stock over winter. 


"Let us begin now to make stock 


feed, continue next summer to make 
stock feed. Double your efforts next 
fall to secure sufficient food for your 
cattle, horses and hogs. 
Put forth 


every effort in winter to have all the 
good, sweet, digestible hay that your 
stock can use. An abundance of good 
feed means good stock and the man 
who owns an 
abundance of 
good 


stock and plenty to ieed them on is in- 
dependent—National Co-Operator.

Looking for Better Cotton. 


Next to corn, cotton is one of the 


most important crops to the entire 
country. It is valuable and important, 
chiefly because it is 
essentially 
a 


money crop, bringing into the south 
ready cash for all classes of business. 
The value of the cotton crop from sea- 
son to season will run between $500,- 
000,000 and $700,000,000. 


There has been no general awaken- 


ing in the matter of producing high- 
grade cottonseed such as has occurred 
in connection with the production of 
corn. Here and there throughout the 
south, however, are individual farmers 
who have been for years making a 
special effort tu improve their types of 
cotton. These men have been quite 
sucessful, and have

for 


their own use and for dissemination

As re- 
gards the antiquity of this book and the 
rank assignedjtp. t^ in. the early church, it 
may suffice-.'^ -*me,(alon that Jo&eplms 
quotes largely from It. and follows Us uu- 
thorlty. It is* quoted a'so ^X Cleai1 
Alexandrtnus, toy,- Cyprian,

can be clearer on the other hand than 
that 
11 Is rightly included among the 
Apocrypha. That tt was never known 
to exist In Hebrew and'formed no part 
of the Hebrew canon is admitted by alt.

BEEF 
INDUSTRY IS NEGLECTE 


IN THE SOUTH. 


Writer of Opinion That Too Much I 


port a nee Has Been Attached to 


the Cotton Crop—Facts 


Worth Consideration. 


Recently there was published 
: 


the Atlanta Constitution two arttcl< 
giving almost opposite views of th 
cattle industry in Georgia. 
Mr. Whit 


took a decidely optimistic view of th 
future of this industry while Mr. Saw 
tell took a rather pessimistic view 
Both of these gentlemen believed tha 
the south country is well adapted t 
the production of beef cattle. Mr, Sa 
tell summed the situation up by sta 
ing that "the main reason the cattl 
industry has not developed is the fac 
that farmers pin their faith and thel 
efforts to cotton." I hardly agree wit 
him in his statement that the Industr 
will not develop, writes a corresponc 
ent of the Southern RuraUst.. Con 
sidering the influences that are bein 
brought to bear upon the farmer th 
industry is pretty certain to develo 
to a certain extent. The growth wi 
be slow and gradual. How can as in 
telligent a people as we have in. th 
south help but see the folly of depenc 
ing upon the sale of cotton to pur 
chase their meat from other section 
of the country when meat can be pro 
duced at home at a lower cost? Ho 
can they see their commercial fer 
tilizer bills grow larger every 
and their profits smaller, and still no 
take up a system of farming that wil 
reverse things? The farmers of othe 
sections of the country have changet 
to live stock production when thej 
reached the point agriculturally now 
reached by the south and why wil 
not we do it? The very fact that ou 
best meu, our best farm papers ou 
'agricultural colleges and experimen 
stations are preaching more 
cattle 


cannot help but have some influence 
for good. 
It takes periods of unres 


and agitation to get any good business 
started among a people, and what w 
are hearing now is a step toward es 
tablishing the beef cattle business. 


One of the most important 
steps 


towards establishing the beef cattle 
industry in Georgia would be the intro 
duction of bulls of the beef and dua 
purpose breeds. 
There is too grea 


a scarcity pf beef blood. The Jersej 
will never make a good beef animal 
and yet more blood ol this breed is In 
evidence than of all other breeds. For 
strictly dairy purposes the Jersey is 
excellent but for the general farmer 
yho keeps several cows and is not so 
situated that lie can well dispose o: 
dairy products cattle of the beef or 
dual purpose breeds are better. There 
should be breeders of beef and dua 
purpose cattle just-the same as there 
are breeders of the dairy breeds. Such 
breeders will distribute bulls of the 
beef type about-the country and by 
crossing upon common stock there 
will be laid the foundation of the 
beef cuttle business. 


In this matter of the introduction of 


beef blood the large packer can wieltl 
a great influence. He can encourage 
the importation of beef blood and he 
can show the farmer that he Is will- 
ing to give a square deal when it 
comes to 
marketing the cattle. As 


yet there has never been a market for 
well bred fat cattle in Georgia. The 
very prices that would be offered for 
well bred fat steers would be sufficient 
to discourage the production of prime 
beef. 
The poor prices are not en- 


tirely the fault of the butcher and 
packer, however. 
They are 
due in 


part to the fact that steers of prime 
quality so seldom appear upon Georgia

PLEA FOR MORE FEED CROPS. 


An Abundance Means the Raising of 


Stock That Will Make Farmer 


Independent. 


The Farmers' Union News of Geor- 


gia gives some sound advice to its 
readers along lines for raising forage 
and leed crops, and as what is good 
for Georgia Is good for Texas it is 
published in the Co-Operator for the 
benefit of diversifters In the union and 
out: 


"Any farm in the south can be made 


to grow two crops ot hay during the 
year; one crop in winter and one in 
summer. 
On the Piedmont 
lands, 


oats, rye, barley, wheat and crimson 
clover will make 
excellent winter 


pastures and furnish a spring cutting 
of hay. 
Of these crops there is per- 


haps the most money in oats. Oats 
usually make a better winter pasture 
and furnish more hay for the spring 
cutting than the other crops. 
Good 


crops In this section for summer pas- 
tures are the cow peas, sorghum, soy 
bean and Bermuda grass. Along the 
coastal plain or sandy lands, oats and 
vetch give excellent winter pastures 
and spring hay crops, ana the cow 
pea, soy bean, peanut and sorghum. 
In the extreme south the velvet bean 
will furnish an abundance o£ hay .or 
pasture during summer. 


"To get the best results from these 


crops keep enough cows and hogs to 
harvest the summer crops 
of pea 


vines, and sorghum, peanuts, etc., in 
the fall fattening their stock for mar- 
ket. 
Enough hay 
must 
be 
saved 


either in the spring or fall to keep the 
breeding stock over winter. 


"Let us begin now to make stock 


feed, continue next summer to make 
stock feed. 
Double your efforts next 


fall to secure sufficient food for your 
cattle, horses and hogs. 
Put forth 


every effort in winter to have all the 
good, sweet, digestible hay that your 
stock can use. An abundance of good 
feed means good stock and the man 
who owns an 
abundance of 
good 


stock and plenty to leed them on is in- 
dependent—National Co-Operator. 


Looking for Better Cotton. 


Next to corn, cotton is one of the 


most important crops to the entire 
country. It is valuable and important, 
chiefly because it is 
essentially 
a 


money crop, bringing into the south 
ready cash for all classes of business. 
The value of the cotton crop from sea- 
son to season will run between $500,- 
000,000 and $700,000,000. 


There has been no general awaken- 


ing in the matter oi' producing high- 
grade cottonseed such as has occurred 
in connection with the production of 
corn. Here and there throughout the 
south, however, are individual farmers 
who have been for years making a 
special effort tu improve their types of 
cotton. 
These men have been quite 


sucessful, and have 
developed 
for 


their own use and for dissemination 
among 
their 
neighbors 
cottonseed 


very much superior to that ordinarily 
used. 


This crop is grown over such a wide 


extent of territory, and the soil and 
climatic conditions are so varied, that 
nany sorts will have to be produced 
n order to meet the requirements for 
the highest production. 


The national department of agricul- 


ure and the state agricultural depart- 
ments and stations are endeavoring to 
educate the cotton-growers in the mat- 
ter of improving their types of cotton 
iy seed selection similar to that out- 
ined for the production of high-grade 
:orn. Cotton is more amenable to im- 
provement than almost 
any 
other 


rop. By a few years of Judicious se- 
ection the yield can be not only in- 
reased, but the length, strength and 


general quality ol! the fiber can be 
greatly Improved. 


Cotton is produced in many 
other 


larts of the 
world, 
but 
America 


tands, and will in all probability con 
inue to stand, pre-eminent in grow- 
ng this great
